men of renown , prepared and commanded for 


| his honourable conuoy, 1t pleaſed God to wilit 


him with ſickneſs: And in that reſpe& an other 
Noble man was choſen to ſupply his place, which 


* was the Earle of Saſſex,8&c. And he in conſiderati- 


on of his ſhort and unexpected adyertiſement , 
made ſuch diligence in his voyage, and magnt- 
ficence for his own perſon and honourable con- 
uoy , as was thought rare and rich by all men: 
whereby it fell out, that betwixt the ſickneſs of 
the one Noble man.and the haſtic preparation of 
the other , the time was ſo farre ſpent , that the 
very prefixt dayes of the Baptiſme were ſundric 
times delayed. And becaule the Ambaſladour 
of England was ſo long a comming : And the Am- 
baſſadours of Denmarke , _— and Magdel- 
burgh , were feared to be hindred in their yoy- 
age by the Sea, by reaſon of the nrarc approa- 
ching of Winter: They deſired daily of the 
Kings Maieſtie , dureing rheir remaining in 
Edenburgh, to have ſome prefixed day to be no- 
mirate and certainly kept, that immediatly 
thereafter, they might be diſpatched , which he 
granted at the laſt, although he had diuers great 
impediments to the contrary.

Next unto him, ſate the Ambaſſadours of the 
Lowe Countries, with a long fair cloth , ſpred 
on the desk before them of blewe veluet, and 
two Cuſhions ſutable therevnto, and ouer their 
heads the Arms of their Countries. 

On the Kings left hand , was placed neareſt 
his Maicſtic, the two Ambaſladours of Denmark, 
with a large broad cloth ſpred on the desk before 
them of purple veluct, and the Arms of Denmark 
ouer their heads. | 

Next vnto them , fate the Ambaſladour of the 
noble Prince Vadatricus, Duke of Magdelburgh, 
with his Princes Arms oucr his head. 

In the middeſt of the Chappell Royall within 
the partition, where the Kings Maicſtie, the Am- 
bafſadours, and Prince with his conuoy were pla- 
ced, there was a new Pulpit erefted : T he ſame 
was richly hung with cloth of ggld: All the pa- 
uement within this partition , was Princc-like 
laid with fine tapeſtry, | 

Vnder the Pulpit was another deske, wherein 
fate in the mid{(t 3 M. David Cuninghame, Biſhop 
of Abirdene, M. David Lindeſay, Miniſter of Leyth, 
and 7:hn Duncanſon , one of the ordinary Mini- 
i:crs ro the Kings Maiecſtic : Before whome was 


(- 
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ſer a table , couered with yealow uelyer. 

And when all things were in readines , as was 
requiſite , There was placed a hundred Hagbut- 
ters ( being onely the yonkers of Edinburgh, brauc- 
ly apparelled ) in order, berwixt the Princes vt- 
ter chalmer doore , and the entry to the Chap- 
pell Royall , on both the ſides of rhe paſlage, 

Then the Kings Maieſtie, with his Nobles 
and Counſellers attending on him ., entred the 
Chappel, and there fat downe in his Royall ſeate 
of cſtarc. ! 

All the Ambaſladours likewiſe were ſent for , 
and conuoycd tothe Princes chalmer of prelence, 
where the Prince was lying on his bed of Eſtate 
richly decored , and wrought with brodered 


worke , containing the ſtory of Hercules and his 
traucls. 


This bed was ereCted on a platforme , very ar- 
tificially , with a foote pace of three degrees al- 
cending to ir: The degrees being coucred with 
Tapeſtrie , ali wrought with golde, and a large 
cloth of Lawne, coucring both the bed and the 
degrees, which reached torth a great ſpace over 
the flore. 

Then the old Countefle of Mar, with reue- 
rence palt rothe, bed , ſhe rooke vp the Prince, 
and delivered him to the duke of Lennox, who 
preſently rendred him likewiſe to the Ambaſla- 
nr of England, to be borne to the C happel Roy- 
all. 

The Maiſter of the Ceromonies , addrefling 
himſelf co a table in the ſaid Chalmer, curiouſly 
ordered, whereon {tood thoſe ornaments of ho- 


nor 
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nor which were io}. c torn to the Chappeit before 
the Prince , with duc renc; cice delivered them 
to certaine noble men , according to the order 
appainted by his Maieltic for the bearing there. 
of. 

In like manner , the Princes Robe.royall , 
being of purple Velvore, very richly {rt with 
pcarle , was delivered to the Duke of Lemnox , 
who put the ſame abour the Prince: the traine 
whereof , was born yp by the Lord Sizclair, and 
the Lord Vrqubzart. Then they remoucd them- 
(clues co the vtter chalmer, wiicre , there was 
a fair high Pale made foureſquare, of Crim.on 
Veluote attending which was laid on with rich 
paſments, and fringed with gold. | his Pale 
was {uſtained by four Worthiptul Barons ; T he 
Laird of Ba-tezgh , the Conſtabie of Dundee , Sir 
Robert Ker of Cesfurd Knight , and the Laird of 
Traqubair.Vnder the which Pale were the Embal- 
ſadours of England, Robert Earl of Suſſcx, carrying 
the Prince in his Armes, and M. Robert Bowes, 
ordinary f mbaſlador for England, afliſting him. 
Next to them, was the Duke of Lennox. About 
the Pale , were the Ambailad-urs of Denmark, 
Magdelburgh , Brunſwick, and the Eſtates. There 
tollowed the old Counteſle of Mar, Miſtris Bowes, 
diverſe Ladies of Honour, with the Miſtreſlc 
Nurſe 
Then the Trumpets ſounding melodivuſly 
bctore the Prince and his Conuoy, went forward: 
Lyon King of Armes.and the Heraulds his brethren 
wit: their coat-armours, in goodly otder follow- 
ng.

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Next followed the Princes Honors , borne by 
theſe Noble men : The Lord Sempil! carrying 2 
Lauar of water ; The Lorde Seton, a fair Baſen - 
The Lorde Lexington a Towel, and the Lorde 
Home a low Crowne competent for a Duke, rich- 
ly ſet with Diamonds, Saphires, Rubics, and E- 
meraulds : who approaching nearc the Pulpit, 
where theſe Honors were receiued from them, by 
the maiſter of the Ceremonies , and by him pla- 
ced on the Table before the Pulpit: The Noble- 
men retyring backe to their appointed places. 

Laſtly,the Pale was carried in bctorc the Pul- 
pir, where the Ambaſſador of Emland rendered 
the Prince to the Duke of Lennox , wiio inmed:- 
atly deliuered him to the old Counteſic of Mar, 
and ſhe conſenquently ro the Miſtreſſe Nurle. 
And all the Ambaſſadors were then {er , in ſuch 
order of places, as the demonſtration of their 
Armoriss, gave notice. 

Without the partition , were ornate fourmes, 
all couered with greene, whereypon werc placed

T hen they proceeded to the Action. The King 
arole, and came towards the Pulpit. The Amtal- 
ſadours followed in their «©. ;rder. The Baronsthat 


carried the Pale abonue the Prince, moned towards 


the Pulpit: The Duke of Lenox , receiued the 
Prince trom the Counteſle of Mar, and deliuered 


him to the handsof the karle of Suſſex, Ambaſh-- 


dovr for Fnzland : Where hce was named by all 
their conſents, Frederike Henry, Henry Frederike, and 
{o Baptized, In the Name of the Father , Sonne, and 
holy Ghoſt, by the iaid Names. 

This being done, Lyon King of Armes, with a 
loude voice, repearcs theſe names thrile ouer : and 
then afrcr him, the reſt of his brethren Herauldes, 
with Trumpets founding, confirmed the ſame. 

Then the Kings Majeltie, Amabaſladours, and 
ail remouing to their places: the Engliſþ Ambal- 
jadour alone, withdrawing himſelf on the one 
ſide was mette an] attended on, by two Groomes, 
wio humbly cn their knees, the one preſenting 
a large rich Baſen, the other a ſ{utable Lauar, re- 
vlear with ſweete water, wherewith the Ambaſſa- 
dour waſted 2 a Gentleman Sewer, with humble 
reve-once, prefenting him a faire 1 owell, where. 
with he dried his hands, and fo forthwith retur- 
ned to his place. 

T his being done , the Biſhop aſcended to the 
Pulpitre . where , after that hee had deliered ir: 
verle, accrtaine praile and commendation of the 
Prince , then hee connerred the reſt of his Latins 

Orativi;. 
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Oration, in proſc to the Ambaſladours, cuery one 
in particular, beginning at the Ambaſladour of 
England, and ſo continuing with the reſt : wherein 
he made mention of the Chronology of cach of 
theſe Princes: and rcciied the proximictie, and 
ncarenefle of bloud , that they had with Scrtland. 
Concluding his Oration , with extortation and 
thankſgiving to (:COD fur that good o caſton, 
and proiperuvs All ml.1y. 

Inconcluſton, the bletling being given , Lyon 
King cf Armes crycd wrh a loud voice, GOD 
ſave FREDERIK HEN U, and HENRY FRE- 
DERIK, by the Grace of GOD, Prince of Scotland. 
The reſt of the Heravlds, proclaimed the ſame at 
an open windcw of the Chappell Rovall , with 
ſound of '[rumper. 

Then the King, rhe Prince, the Ambaſladors, 
the Nobles, and Ladies of Honor,retyred forih of 
che Chappel, in ſuch order as they entered, aind 
repaired towards the Kings Hail, During theirpa!- 
jage, the Cannons of the Caſtle roarcd, that rncr- 
with the carth trembled , and other ſmaller thc: 
made their harmonie after their kinde. 

In the Kings Hall, the Duke of Leno: rocettis 
ed the Prince from the Ambaſſador of !:; nc, 
and preſented him to the Kings Maicliic, wo 
addubbed him Knight. He was rouchcd with 
the Spur by the Earl of Mar : Thereafter the 
Kings Maieſtie preſented a Ducall Crowne on his 
head , ani! then was proclaimed by Lyon King of 
Arms , The right Excell-nt, High, and Mamnanime. 
FREDERIK HENRY, HENRY FRE- 
DRI K. Cy the graze wr © + = ninbt ind Birrou T7 
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Renfrew: Lord of the Tles, Earle of Carrike, Duke 
of Roſay, Prince-and great Steward of Scotland. 

Theſe wordes were repeated by the Herauids 
w__ a loud yoice , at an open window of the 
Hall. 

Then the Prince was carried by the Ambaſſa- 
dour of England , to his owne C'almer of pre- 
ſence: where , the moſt rich, and rate propynes 
were there preſented. 

Allo , rhcre were certain Barons and Gentle- 
men addubbed Knights , whoſe names do follow 
in order as thcy were proclaimed. And firſt their

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Th eſe things being accompliſhed , the King 
and Quecnes Maicſties , with the Ambaſladours 
addreiled themſelues to rhe banker 1n the great 
Hall, about eight of the clock at night, Then 
came I.yon Kinz of Arms, with his brethren the 
Herauldes, and entred the Hall before the King 
and Quzens meate, the Trumpers ſounding me- 
lo.liouſly before them : with theſe Noble men , 
bearing office for the preſent.

This aclicate banquer kccing ordered with great 
abundance, the King, Queene, and Ambaſla- 
dous, were rlacedall at cne Table, being for- 
med of three paris. after a Geometricall figure, 
in ſuch rt, that euery one might ham a full 
{t2ht of rh* other. 

The King and Queens Maicſties, were piaced 
1 1c mid: of the table, and on the kings right 
2204 were fer the Engliſh Ambaſſadours, rhe 
Earl of Safſ:x, and M. Robert Bowes , next them 
{atthe Ambailadonr tram the Duke of Brunſwick, 
end the Ambatſadour from the Duke of Magdel- 
£29, Or 
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On the Kings lefr hand , next to the Queenes 
Maieſtie, fate the Ambaſladour of Denmark, and 
Ambaſſadours from the States of Holland and 
Zeland : Betwixt cyery one of their ſeates, was 
left a good {pace. 

On the Eaſt and Weſt {ide of the Hall , was 
placed two very long I ables,where were let certain 
Noble men, Ladies of honour, and Counſcllers 
of Scotland, and with them , the Noble men 
and Gentlemen of England, Denmark , Almanie and 
Flanders. And hetwixt every Nokle Man, and 
Gentleman ſtranger , was placed a Lady of ho- 
nour, or Gentle-woman. 

Now, being thus in a verv honourable and 
comely order (cr, and after a while, having 
well refreſhed themſelves with we fiſt {eruice, 
which was very ſumptuous , there ca” e into tne 
ſight of them all, a Black Moore , drawing as it 
ſeemed to the beholders ) a triumphall Charior 
( and beforc it, the melodious noiſe of Trum- 
pets and Howboyes) which Chariot entred the 
Hall , th: motion of the whole frame ( which 
was twelue foot long , and ſeuen foot broad ) 
was {o artificial within it {elfe, that it appcared to 
be drawne in, onely by the ſtrength ot a Moore , 
which was very richly attired, Fig races Were 
great chaines of pure gold. 

Vpon this Charior, was finely and artificiaily 
deuiſed , a lumptuous coucres Table, dicked 


with all ſortsof exquiſite delicaies 22d daintivs, of 


patiſſerie , frutages, and confcetions. 
About the table , were placed {ix vallant daraes , 


who repreſented a {ilent Comedie, three of them 


clothed 
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clothed in Argentine Saten , and three in Crim- 
ſon Saten : All theſe fix garments, were enrich- 
cd with Togue and Tinſal, of pure gold and fil- 
uer, euery one of them hauing a Crowne or Gar- 
land on their heads, very richly decked with 
Feathers, Pearles, and Iewels, ypon their looſe 
haire, in Antics forma. 

In the firſt front ſtood dame Ceres, with a ſickle 
in her right hand, and a handtull of Corne in the 
other , and uponthe outmolſt part of her thigh , 
was written this ſentence, Fundent vberes omnia 
Campi, which is to ſay, the plenteous Ficlds ſhall 
aftoordall things. 

Quere againſt Ceres, ſtood F ecunditie, with ſome 
buſkes of Chesbolls, which under an hicrogliphik 
ſence, repreſenteth broodines with this deuiſe, 
Falix prole divum, and on the other {ide of her ha- 
bite, Creſcant in mille. The firſt importing that this 
country 1s bleſſed by the Childe of the goddes,and 
the ſecond, alluding to the King and Queenes 
Mateſlics, that their geacrations may grow into 
thouſants, 

Next on the other fide, was placed Faith, hau- 
ing in her hands a Baſcn, and in the {ame two 
hands icyned rogcther, with this ſentence , Bonz 
aun contig), The forcreſle & nurle of a bleſſed 
marriage. 

Over a2ainſt Fzith, ſtood Concorde, with a gol- 
den 7] afic in her left han, & the horne of aboun- 
tance in her right hand, with this ſentence, Plene 
beant te numina Sinu, The heauenly POWCTr'S od 
Þlcfic thce with a full bolcme. 

The next ptace was occupied by Liberalitie, wo 
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hauing in her right hand two Crownes } and in 
her left, two Scepters , with thisdeuiſe , Me eomite 
plure quam dabis , accipies. Thar is to lay, hau- 
ing me thy follower, thou ſhalt receive more 
thanthou ſhalt gue. 

And the laſt was Perſeuerance , hauing in het 

right hand a ſtaffe, and on her left ſhoulder an 
| Anchor, with this deuiſe , Nec dubie res mutabunt, 
nee ſecunda, Neither doubtfull, nor more proſpe- 
rous things ſhall change your ſtate. 

This Chariot which ſhould haue been drawne 
in by a Lyon, ( but becauſc his preſence mighr 
haue brought ſome fearc, to the neareſt, or that 
the ſight of the lights and torches might haue 
commoucd his tamenes ) It was thought mecte, 
that the Moore ſhould ſupply that roome: And ſo, 
he in outwarde ſhewe, preaſed to draw that for- 
ward, which by a ſecret conuoy , was bronghr ro 
the Princes Table, and the whole deſert, was de- 
| livered by Ceres, Faennditie, Faith, Concord, Libera- 
litie, and Perſeuerance, to the Earles, Lords,and Ba- 
rons that were Sewers. 

Preſently after the returing of the Gharior, en- 
tered a moſt ſumptubus, artificiall, and well pro. 
portioned ſhip , the length of her keele was 18. 
foot, and her bredth 8. foore: from her bottome 
to her higheſt flagge , was 40. foote: the Sea ſhee 
| ſtood vpon, was 24. foot long, with bredth con- 
uenient: her motion was {o artificially deuiſed 
within here ſelt , that none could perceiue what 
brought her in. 'T he Sea vnder her , was lively 
counterfcir, with all colours: on her foreſterne 
was placed Neptunus , haning in his hand jiis Tri- 


dent, 
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dent, and on his head a Crowne, his apparell wa; 
all of Indian cloth of filuer and filke, which bare 
this inſcription, Iunxi atque redaxi , which in {ence 
importeth , that as hee ioyned them, ſo he redy- 
ced their Maicſties. 

Then Thetis with her Mace, goddeſle of the ſea 
with this deuiſe, Nzunquam abero & tutum ſemper te 
littore fitam, which ſ1gnifieth, that by hir preſence, 
ſhee alwaies ſhall be carefull ro bring them into a 
ſafe ſhore and harborow. 

Then Triton with his wilke T rumper, was next 
to her with this deuiſc, Velis, votis, ventis,by Sailcs, 
by Vowes, by Windes. 

Round about the ſhip, were all the Marine 
people, as Syrenes, ( abowe the middle as women, 
and vnder as fiſhes: ) and theſe were Parthenope, 
Ligea, and Leucofis, who accommodating their ge- 
ſtares to the voice of the Mulitions, repeated this 
verſe, Vaus eris nobis cantzndus ſemper in orbe. And 
all the ſame was decored with the riches of the 
ſeas, as Pcarles; Coralls, $helles; and Mertals; verie 
rare and excellent. 

The bulke of this ſhip was curiouſly vaintec , 
and her Gallerics; wierevpon ſtood the mot 
part of the Banket in Chriltalline glaſle; gilt with 
Gold and Azure. Her Maſltes were reade;- her 
takling and cordage, was {t!kc of the ſame colour, 
with golden Pulleis. Her ordinance was JS. pee- 
ces of Braſſe; brauclv mounted; and ncr Anchors 
Siluer-gilte. And a!l her Sayics were double of 
white Taffata. And in her forc-ſayie; a ſhippe 
opmpaſle; regarding the North ſtarre ; with this 
ſentence; Quaſcunque pervads, Which is roſfay, 
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through wharſocuecr ſets, or waues, the Kings 
Maieſiic intei:..c k 's conrle, at pro:eftof any 
arriſing a&tion. "enter as Grd I the yea , ſhall 
be fauvur:bicto his pi. cece 'inys 

On the main lail:, wes vaiiied the Armories 
of Scotland and Dennavk . WW. £115 deuic: s COInR- 
perent in the perſon «t tne Prince of Searl.:4. Er 
que diuiſa hea.os efficiunt, collefa t-nes. 1hat is to 
lay , Behols ( OPrir:ce ) what duth make theie 
ki:gdomes ſeverally bicfſed, iointly C O Prince 
of hope ) thuu holdes, and haſt tr: ether. 

Her tops were a'! armed with { aflazacs of his 
Maicſties Colours. G 1d, and lew-:is: & all her 
Flagaes and ſtreamers ſutable to the iame. 

Her Marriners were in number 1x, apparel- 
led ali in chaungrable Spaniſh Tattataes, and her 
Pilore in cloth of Gold , he alone ftood at the 
helm , who cnly moued and governed the whole 
frame, both the ſhip” and her burden, very arti- 
ficially. 

The muſitions within the ſame, were 14. all 
apparelled in Tatfatacs of his Mateſties colours, 
beſ1des Arion with his Harpe. 

Being thus prepared , at the ſounde of Trum- 
pers, ſthe avproached , and at the next ſounde 
ot Tritons wilke T ramper , together with rhe Ma- 
{ters whiſtle , ſh* made fay!: «111 ſhee came tothe 
Table, diſcharging the Or4j::nce in her ſterne 
by the way: Burt becauſe this deniie carried ſom? 
morall meaning with it , ir ſhall not be 1mper- 
tincnt to this purpoſe, to dilcouer what 15 meant 
and propyned taereby, 

The Kings Maieſtic hauing vadertaken it ſuch 
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a deſperate time, to ſaile to Norway, and like a 
new Jaſon, to bring his Queene our gracious Lady 
to this kKingdome, being detained and ſtopped 
4 the conſpiraces of Witches, and ſuch deviliſh 

ragons, thought it very meet, to follow forth 
this his own inucntien,that as Neptunus ( ſpeaking 
poetically , and by ſuch fCtions, as the like In- 
terludes and aftions are accuſtomed to be decor- 
ed withall ) joy ned the King to the Queene. 

So after this ConiunCtion,hee brought their Ma- 
ieſties as happily hither: and now at this her bleſ- 
ſed deliuery, did bring ſuch things as the Sea af- 
foords, to decore this feſtiual time with all: which 
1immediatly were deliuercd to the Sewers , forth 
of the Gallerics of this Ship, out of Chriſtaline 
glaſle,very curiouſly painted with gold and Azure 
all ſorts of Fiſhes: as Hearings, Whirings, Flooks, 
Oyſters, Buckies, Lampcts, Parrans, Lapſtars, 
Crabs, Spour-fiſh, Clammes : with other infinite 
thing made of Suger,and moſt liuely repreſented 
in their owne ſhape. And whilſt the Ship was vn- 
loading , Arion ſitting vpon the Galey Noſe , 
which reſembled the form of a Dolphine fiſh , 
played vpon his Harpe; Then begane her muſick 
in greene holyne Howboyes in fine parts. After 
that , followed Viols with voices in Plaine coun- 
terpoint,to the nature of theſe HexamererVerſes.

After which , enſued a ſtil noiſe of Recoders 
and Fluts: and for the fourth, a general conſort of 
the beſt Inſtruments. 

So this Enterlude , drawing neare to an end ; 
in the very laſt courſes, was diſconered this ſen- 
tence likewilc, Submiſſus adorat Occeanus , tnfer- 
ring , that the Occean Sca, by offering the ſha- 
pes of herrreaſurc humbly adored and honoured 
the ſitters. And when in thistime , all the ban. 
ket was done, after thanks being giuen , there 
was {ung with mot delicate dulce voices, and 
{wect harmonie in 7. partes, the 128. Pialm ,with 
[4. voyces, And that bcing done, at the tound 
of Tritons wilke Trumpet, and the Pilottes whiſtle 
the wayed Anchor , made faile, and with noiſe 
of Howboycs and Trumpets, retyred, and then 
diſcharged the reſt of her ordinance, tothe great 
admiration of the beholders. 

Aftcr all which paſtime and {port , with mer- 
112 and joytull repaſt, the King and Queenes Ma. 
jeſtizs, afrer their offices of honour and reſpeC& , 
place being prepared for the Reuels, and the 
Perſons appointed for the ſame, dicrarging 
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themſelves ſufficiently. Theit Maicſties and Am- |;þ 
baſſadors went to an other Hall. moſt richly and [jr 
magnificently hung with rich 'Tapiſtrie, where | a, 
for the collatin, a moſt tare, ſamotuous. and |w] 
Prince like Defart was prepared , which | 
being ended, afrcr taking leur and goodaights, 
they departed abut three of the cluck in the | 
morning , to their nivkts reſt. at 

The daycs enſuing, lo Jong as leifur might |

And as they were com” to Faiaburgh .. they 
were all banketred at ſometime , ſeueraliy, and 
at other times together , by diucrs Nublemen 
of Scotlznd with great honour : Laſt of all, onc 
Ambaſſadour bankette an other , for comme. 
moration of that joyfull meeting and good {uc- 
ceſle. 

Thenthe King and Queenes Maieſties came to 
Edenburgh , where they were inuited by the Am- 
baſſadours of Permarke, vato a Banker within | 
their Ship, which lay at Anchor in the Riuer of 
Forth : She was ſo grear, that ſhe could nor en- 
ter the Harborow. 

The Banket was very ſumptuons and the Am- 


baſſadours {o ioyous of their finall «11patch , be- 
haued them(ſclues to their Maicſtics on a kindly 
manner, according to the ordinary A of 
their 
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their countrey , by propining of drink vnto them 
inthe name of their Princes, which was louingly 
accepted and required : In commemoration 
whereof , the whole Artillery of that great Veſſel 
were ſhot in great number. 

The three great Ships of the Tſtates, lying in 
the ſame Road neare by , made correſpondance 
and reſonance to the number of {1x ſcore great 
hor ; and thus concluded their Bein ale. 

Then the Caſtle of Edeaburgh, for performance 
of the Kings honour , asthey perceiued the ſhips 
to loſe , and to hoiſe yp faile: The Captain of 
the Caſtle ſaluted every Ship, as they ſhewed 
rhemſelues in readines by order, with a number 
of great Cannon ſhot. And ſo I conclude.
